New Beef Cattle for Canada 


Interest in Preserving From Extinc- 
tion the Musk Ox 


Vilhjalmar Stefansson, the com- 
mander of the Canadian Arctic Ex- 
pedition, who is recovering from a 
serious illness at Herschel Island in 
the arctic region, believes that in the 
musk-ox Canada has a perfectly in- 
valuable meat animal. 

Writing to Mr. John B, Burnham, 
president of the North American 
Game Protective and Propagation 
ssociation, the explorer says: 
“From what I have heard I take 
for granted your intcrest in preser- 
ving from extinction so unique an 
animal as the musk-ox. Through my 
intimate association with him here 
Ihave come to consider him at least 
as valuable an animal, if dornesticat- 
ed, as our domestic sheep, to say 
the least. 

“Tf cultivated he can convert north- 
ern Alaska and Arctic Canada into 
grazing lands as valuable as the 
grazing regions of, say, Australia. 
If I get home from this expedition I 
intend to urge this matter on the 
two governments and on public spir- 
ited men.” 

To most of use the musk-ox is 
known chiefly as a producer of ad- 
mirable sleigh robes, And on that 
very account, because of his fur, he 
is not unlikely to go the way of the 


buffalo, unless steps are taken to 
preserve him, -..: 
Naturalists have always considered 


the musk-ox as an intermediate be- 
tween sheep and cows. 

He is about the size of an average 
two-year old steer, but greatly heav- 
ier, short-legged, with hairy” muzzle, 
and hair between the hoofs. He will 
get a good living and gain between 
two and .three hundred pounds of 
fine meat, upon moss, _ lichens, 
branches and wild grass. 

His home is generally near to or 
actually within the perpetual snow 
district, His habits are strictly social 
and as a rule the animals travel in 
flocks under the leadership of an ex- 
perienced old bull, : 

It would appear to be a wise thing 
to forbid the slaughter of these val- 
uable food animals at once, and_ to 
make ownership of their green hides 
an offence against the law. ‘There is 
no reason why Nature should not re- 
ceive our warmest co-operation in 
her endeavor to give us a revenue 
from the far-away northlands,

offer to its own people.—Daily Mail.

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Rules for the Proper Care of the 
Young Chick 


The aim this year should be to 
make everything count. Make ever 
hen lay her best, make every chic 
mature early enatgh and thereby 
make every pound of feed give the 
maximum returns. 

Hatch early. Make every 
to get your chicks out this 
before thé first of June. As a rule 
the heavier breeds hatched later 
than that date are noc ¢ tisfactory. 
At least 90% of the pullets in Cana- 
were not laying during Novem- 
ber ar 1 December of the past win- 
ter because they were hatched too 
late. 

When the chicks are removed to 
their brooding quarters there should 
be some coarse sand or fine chick 

rit scattered where they can have 
ree access to it. They should be 
left until they show positive signs 
of hunger, which would be between 
the second and third days after 
hatching. They may then be given 
some bread crumbs that have been 
very slightl moistened with  n.ilk, 
this may be scattered on clean sand} 
or chick grit. If being brooded by 
a hen she will see that no food is 
allowed to lic around, but if in a 
brooder, that part of the food that 
the chicks do not pick up in a few 
minttes should be removed, as noth-' 
ing in feeding causes so much 
trouble as leaving food ©* «‘<t na- 
ture around until it is sour.

May Force Labor to Work 


U. 8. Is Formulating Plans to Scotch 
the Idlers 


The United States employment 
service of the department of labor is 
giving serious consideration to re- 


ports of a labor shortage for farm 
work. The government experts be- 
lieve that the draft law is not the 
real cause of this shortage. Statis- 
tics, now being prepared, will enable 


the government to determine what 
percentage of loss is occasioned by 
unskilled laborers who work only 


half a week and “lay off’ on the 
other days. It is quite possible that 
the government will arrange an un- 
derstanding between all employers in 
the United States to utilize only the 
services of workmen who agree to 
work six days a week and who live 
up to thelr agreement. Such action 
would automatically release several 
hundred thousand men for farm 
work. A companion measure would 
be national enforcement of the vag- 
rancy laws adopted by several states 
and which compel men to earn a 
living. It is believed there is more 
than sufficient labor for the farms 
if the able-bodied men in the United 
States work six days a week.—Tho- 
mas F, Logan, in Leslie’s.

Germans Believe 
England is Starving 


Statement Which Is Designed 
Make German Mouths Water 


Any news about food is good news 
in Germany these days, so the Berlin 
general stuff press bureau has_ in- 
troduced a food note into its coim- 
muniques on the great battle, It 
solemnly informs the German public 
that, according to English prisoners, 
England is starving! This state- 
ment occurs in the course of a nar- 
rative, which is designed to make 
German mouths water, of the food 
booty taken by the Germans in their 
advance. “Everywhere we have cap- 
tured considerable quantities of tin- 
ned food, white bread, marmalade, 
wine, and tobacco. While people at 
home are starving, prisoners unani- 
mously tell us, they themselves are 
well supplied with eatables of» all 
kinds, which German soldiers are 
now devouring with the utmost rel- 
ish as reward for their exertions. 
We have also taken large amounts of 
uniforms, linen, and boots, as well 
as leather goods, utensils of all sorts, 
very many rubber boots, blankets, 
and tent materials. Of special im- 
portance, above all for our pursuit 
of the enemy, is the good network of 
light railways which the English had 
laid down... The net result of 
the first three days of the battle is 
that the English have already lost a 
mass of war material which even 
American relief will not so easily be 
able to make up.”

INVESTIGATING THE PROBLEM OF 
SECURING LANDS FOR SETTLERS 


COMMITTEE OF AGRICULTURB AND COLONIZATION: 


in the|Some Settled Policy is Needed to Pat a Check On the Evil of 


Absentee Ownership, and To Make Available for Cultivation 
Large Areas of Idle Farm Lands 


During the session of parliament 
now near its close a committee on 
“Agriculture and Colonization” has 
been investigating some problems of 
a quasi-economic but extremely 
practical sort, such as the procuring 
and distributing of labor, both male 
and female; the encouragement of 
the production of live stock, and 
the facilitation of the distribution of 
the produce, and the increase of the 
amount of the land in the West 
available for settlement on easy 
terms by rettirned soldiers. While the 
recommendations of the committee 
are quite reasonable and helpful, so 
far as they go, it is obvious that an 
effectively practical remedy is well 
within the reach of the various pre- 
vincial governments and the Domin- 
ion government acting in co-opera- 
tion to put a check on the evil of 
absentee ownership. This remark 
applies to the “large areas of private- 
ly owned vacant land in close prox- 
imity to railway transportation,” It 
is absolutely preposterous that there 
should ever have been good agricul- 
tural land owned by private parties 
who are leaving it from year to year 
uncultivated to become a nuisance to 
the settlers in the various localities. 

The proper and effectual remedy 
for this evil is to increase the bur- 
den of taxation on unused land, so as 
to make ownership of it unprofitable. 
Make the taxes on land at “prairie 
value” sufficiently heavy to insure 
that the government, and not the so- 
called owner, will get the benefit of 
the “unearned increment” in the val- 
ue of the land, and the disposition to 
hold it for a rise in price through the 
toil and hardships of others will dis- 
appear. There are two ways of ef- 
fecting this: the better way is to 
raise the desired revenue from a tax 
on land, leaving improvements un- 
taxed; the less desirable way is to 
impose on all unused land a specific 
additional tax which becomes a lien 
on the land itself, and which ceases 
when the land is devoted to its pro- 
per use. 

Under the British North America 
thatthe government, and not the so- 
Act each provincial legislature bas 
the exclusive right to impose “direct 
taxation within the province in ord- 
er to the raising of a revenue for 
provincial purposes;” it has also the 
exclusive right to make laws relat- 
ing to “municipal institutions in the 
province;” and, lastly, it has the ex- 
elusive right to make laws regulat- 
ing “property and. civil rights in the 
province.” Of course, while the right 
of a provincial legislature to adopt 
positive enactments in these various 
connectionsis undoubted, it is open 
to the Dominion government to dis- 
allow them on grounds of expedi- 
ency, What is needed is that some 


settled policy in the matter be agreed 
to by all the governments before- 
hand, and then there may be such 
remedies adopted as will be at once 
equitable, expedient, and effective.— 
Toronto Globe. 


Preparing for 


Restrictions Necessary if We are to 
Have the Sugar 


Regulations have been put into 
force which are expected to effect an 
annual saviny, in Canada’s sugar con- 
sumption of about 100, tons. 
These restrictions are absolutely 
necessary if we are to have the sugar 
with which to conserve our fruit 
crop during the summer period. 

There is sugar in Cuba but the 
ships to carry it are required else- 
where. We have beer using far more 
sugar than we need and, while the 
restrictions have been imposed pri- 
marily in order to prepare for the 
requirements of the preserving sea- 
son, a curtailment of sugar consump- 
tion will involve little hardship but 
will be conducive to individual health 
and, at the same time, will help to 
reduce our expenditure abroad, thus 
assisting in financing our participa- 
tion in the war. y

Napoleon Bonaparte placed gshis 
brothers and famous marshals om the 
thrones of several conquered states 
in Europe. <A writer in the London 
Spectator imputes to Kaiser Wil- 
helm a desire to follow the French 
conqueror, not only in war and dip- 
lomacv but also in appointing rela- 
tives or puppets as rulers of Teuton- 
trampled countries.

Speaking at the London exhibition 
of women’s work in munition pro- 
duction, Frederick George Kellaway, 
secretary to the minister of muni- 
tions, said that in every one of the 
defensive measures taken when a 
raid on London is carried out the 
women have taken their part, except 
in the actual flying of aircraft. 

The development which had taken 
place in women’s work during the 
last 14 months, continued the sec- 
retary, was quite as remarkable as 
its development at an earlier period 
of the war. In July, 1914, he stated 
there were 220,000 women engaged 
in munition industries, while in Jan- 
uary, 1917, that number had een 
increased to 691,000, and today their 
number was 1,000,000, A_ steady 
stream of trained women was being 
sent into the munition factories 
from trainin schools at the rate of 
500 a week. Since the ministry of 
munitions had started the schools, 
said the speaker, between 40,006 
and 50,000 trained women had 
on placed in munition indus- 
tries.

War Garden Bulletin 
The Secret of Ensuring the 
Germination of Seed 


Very few amateur gardeners have 
yet discovered the secret of ensuring 
the proper germination of seed. 
When things turn out wrong they 
are apt to blame the quality of the 
seed, when as a matter of fact, it is 
more likely to be their own lack of 


Proper 


experience that accounts for it. Be- 
fore the seed is put in, the — soil 
Should be loose and friable. After 


the seed has been sown it is always 
desirable to make the soil firm, 

All-salad crops can be induced to 
be more sprightly in their growth if 
the row or patch is covered with 
Straw three or four days after the 
seed has been sown. The crop gets a 
good start if this is done and the 
tendcrest of radishes, lettuce and on- 
ions shoot up and are ready for use 
at least a weck earlier than they 
would otherwise be. 

Plant lice are the enemies of al- 
most all kinds of plants. They are 
known as “Aphis” and “Green Fly.” 
They make their appearance early in 
the season and as soon as they are 
noticed the plants should be sprayed 
either with whale-oil soap (one pound 
dissolved in six gallons of warm 
water) or commercial: nicotine  sul- 
phate (40 per cent.) as sold by seeds- 
men and as recommended on the 
cans. Half a pound of laundry soap 
should be dissolved in every ten gal- 
lons of water. 

It is a mistake to assume that cul- 
tivation stops when once the seeds 
are in the ground. The ground needs 
continuous attention and after rain 
it should always be gone over with 
the Dutch hoe, rake or hand cultiva- 
tor.

The ingen- 
fous manner in which this has been 
done is to tax him with refusing to 


purchase other kinds of fish. Owing to , 
this reluctance, it is said, the fisher 
man has to throw away a large pro- 
portion of the fish he catches, retain 
ing only the halibut. Thus his mar- 
ketable catch represents only a small 
part of his work, and therefore the’ 
price must be higher than it would 
otherwise be, if it,is to reimburse him 


for his labor. '
